Africa — Lourenco Marques. — Month of March, 1903. Estimated 
population, 7,000. Total number of deaths 40, including 7 from 
phthisis pulmonalis. 

Sierra Leone. — Week ended April 17, 1903. Estimated population, 
40,000. Total number of deaths, 9. No contagious diseases. 

Week ended Ma}' 1, 1903. Total number of deaths, 10. No con- 
tagious diseases. 

Bahamas — Dunmore Town. — Two weeks ended May 22, 1903. 
Estimated population, 1,232. No deaths. No contagious diseases. 

Governors Harbor. — Week ended May 23, 1903. Estimated popu- 
lation, 1,500. No deaths and no contagious diseases. 

Green Turtle Cay — Abaco. — Two weeks ended May 20, 1903. 
Estimated population, 3,314. No deaths and no contagious diseases. 

Nassau. — Two weeks ended Ma_y 25, 1903. Estimated population, 
12,535. Number of deaths not reported. No contagious diseases 
reported. 

Dutch Guiana — Paramaribo. — Month of April, 1903. Estimated 
population, 32,263. Total number of deaths, 80. No contagious 
diseases. 

Germany — Crefeld. — Month of April, 1903. Estimated population, 
110,389. Total number of deaths, 120, including diphtheria 3, and 1 
from measles. 

Hanover.— Month of March, 1903. Estimated population, 247,031. 
Total number of deaths, 322, including 14 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended May 2, 
1903, correspond to an annual rate of 17.5 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 15,075,011. 

London. — One thousand five hundred and thirty-three deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 67, scarlet fever 9, diph- 
theria 15, whooping cough 52, enteric fever 3, and diarrhea 27. The 
deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 17.3 per 1,000. 
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In Greater London 2,096 deaths were registered. In the " outer ring" 
the deaths included 6 from diphtheria, 6 from measles, 1 from scarlet 
fever, 1 from smallpox, and 9 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended May 2, 1903, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 23.3 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,093,289. The lowest rate was recorded in Dundalk, 
viz, 4.0, and the highest in Kilkenny, viz, 49.1 per 1,000. In Dublin 
and suburbs 201 deaths were registered, including enteric fever 2, 
measles 1, scarlet fever 2, whooping cough 1, smallpox 1, and 35 from 
tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended May 2, 1903, correspond to an annual rate of 19.2 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,702,912. The lowest 
mortality was recorded in Edinburgh, viz, 15.2, and the highest in 
Greenock, viz, 23.3 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 628, including diphtheria 1, measles 7, 
scarlet fever 4, and 32 from whooping cough. 

Hawaiian Islands — Honolulu. — Month of April, 1903. Census 
population, 39,306. Total number of deaths, 73, including enteric 
fever 2, whooping cough 1, plague 1, and 10 from tuberculosis. 

Japan — Nagasaki. — Ten days ended April 30, 1903. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 131,700. Total number of deaths not reported. No deaths 
from contagious diseases reported. 

St. Helena. — Four weeks ended April 30, 1903. Estimated popu- 
lation, 4,000. Total number of deaths, 9. No deaths from contagious 
diseases. 

Spain — Cadiz. — Month of April, 1903. Estimated population, 
69,382. Total number of deaths, 171, including diphtheria 1 and 2 
from enteric fever.
